The X.OBS of Such a Governor a Calamity 


to thti Comuionwealtli. 


At the high mass sit. St. Michael's 


church,' Centralville, yesterday morning, 
Rev. Fr. O'Brien preluded his sermon 
with an eloquent eulogy upon the gov- 
ernor. 


He said: "In common with all the 


people of the city and state we mourn the 
death ot our illustrious townsman, Gov- 
ernor Greenhalge. 


"It may seem strange to j-on that I 


should speak in -this sacred place, no 
matter how brierly, ot one who did not be- 
long to our church. He was not n Catholic 
in fnith hut he was a Catholic in broadness 
ot views and in the integrity of his private 
and public life, he was as some one fit- 
tingly remarked 'nature's nobleman.1 


"He 
was a man of rare qualities of 


mind and heart;-a man of liberal.mind 
and Christian principles aud fearless con- 
victions. He was a man who had the 
courage ot his convictions. He dnved to 
do his duty as he understood it. In honor- 
ing Mr. Greeuhalge we honor ourselves. 
Ic would be well if our young men would 
shape their lives from the high standard 
he set. 


"When n certain portion of his party 


would spread the gospel of proscription 
and discord and set citizen against citizen 
in holy warfare, Mr. Greenhalge was the 
first to publicly condemn the movement 
and proclaim his faith in tho patriotism 
and loyalty of all classes of citizens re- 
gardless of race, creed and color. In :tho 
last election he stated that he'would 
rather be buried under an avalanche, of 
adverse votes .than pledge himself to pro- 
scribe any citizen on account ot creed or 
nationality. 


"These were noble and patriotic words 


and we in whose behalf.they were uttered 
would be. ungrateful if we did not publicly 
show our appreciation of them. • 
• 


'•Mr. Greenbalge ;was neither a saint 


nor a Christian hero such as our church 
loves to honor. His life and great talents 
•were given to things temporal rather than 
eternal. His .work .was in elevating the 
natural man., rather than the supernatural 
man, but there is nothing in our Jaith that 
forbids us to believe that, a God of mercy 
has forgot'ten his faults and .has rewarded 
him for the many excellent natural gifts 
which he always used for the benefit of 
his fellow men."

ernor's portrait being placed there also 
nnd at the Palmer street entrance black is 
also used and the large pillar is closely 
wound with crape.

McKinley

tho revenues

dwindling from year to year by"reason 
of its obstructions to trade—as thns: 
Revenues from customs in 3892, $191,- 
737,936; 
ill 1803, $173,231,436; in 


1S94,$131,201,054. Thesereturus show 
that had not tho Ptopublicans been 
driven from power in 18fl2 they would 
have been obliged to reduce the barbar- 
ous protective duties in order to provide 
necessary revenues. In face of this ex- 
perience, they now. propose to partially 
restore these protective duties, with the 
pretense of increasing public income, 
when the treasury surplus from the sales 
of bonds is more than Eufflciont'to meet 
every expenditure of the government.

THE GOVERNOR'S FUNERAL, 


Solemn Procession to the Church and 


the Cemetery. 


Sorrow Depicted Upon Every Face 


in the Vast Throngs Along the 
Streets—Full Account of the 
Ceremonies and the Eloquent 
Tribute Delivered in the Church 
by Rev. George Batchelor. 


The Late Governor, Frederic Thomas Creenhalge. 


Today old Massachusetts mourns-at the 


bier o£ her ilcad governor, "while tue city 
of Lowell laments bis loss as ber most 
honored, citizen. 


The day -\vo.s fine as i£ in .sympathy with. 


the city and the commonwealth in com- 
mon sorrow and when the mill operatives 
learned that they would be free in the af- 
ternoon they thronged.the streets inthous- 
ands. 


Business was suspended throughout the 


city from noon and everywhere were to be 
seen the evidences o£ tha moat profound 
sorrow. 


Xever in the history of this city was 


seen auch an array of floral tributesjoa was 
aeen at the house. 
They would nil a 


railroad car, and the inscriptions indicat- 
ed ho\v wide and how general was the 
friendship for deceased. 


At the funeral of General Butler 
there 


was a vast concourse o£ people, his body 
lay in state and the multitudes who viewed 
it showed their. Jove and esteem for the 
dead. 


But had ths present been a public or a 


military funeral the outpouring of the peo- 
ple would have beon even greater. 


It had never dawned upon Jlr. Green- 


halge or his most admiring friends what a 
firm hold he had upon the affections 
of 


the people. 
Sorrow is depicted on the 


faces of the thousands that line the streets 
to-day, sorrow that will long remain, sor- 
row for one of the-noblest characters that 
Lowell ever claimed as her own. 


During the morulng special trains "bear- 


ing delegations were arriving from. Bos- 
ton, 
and 
military men in full uni- 


form were seen passing along the streets 
to carry out the orders oE the police com- 
mittee. 


AdJLitant General Dolton and the gover- 


nor's staff met in Boston, at 10.30 and 
too|k a train for Lowell soon after. 


Capt. Klmball of the Second corps ca- 


dets was instructed to detail eight ser- 
geants, two from each Lowell company, to 
serve as military bearers. They are Co.

fired at half hour intervals on the North 
common in honor of the occasion.

The service opened with "Chopin's Fu- 


neral March" on thft organ by B.J. Lang. 
Rev. George Bacchelor read passages from 
the scripture, and Dr. Elvury chauted» "I 
"Wilt Lift." 


Then the eulogy was delivered by Eov. 


Mr. Batchellor. It will be found printed 
below. 


The homes of tlio .commonwoal-tli are the 


sourcca oE Ha greatness and glory. Oat of 
homti life aud home lore come the virtue? 
which make tho loyal citizen, the steadfast 
patriot and magnanimous statesman. "It was 
in tbo homes o£ Lowell, In which, our beloved 
governor spent bia youth nnd hia manhood, 
that ho acquired the virtues and cultivated 
the powers which fitted him for the great serv- 
ice which he has pondered to the common- 
wealth and the nation. He fjavo himself" freely 
to the pnblio service which he loved. Those 
who were nearest to him and thay who loved 
liim beat rejoiced in that service, were proud 
of hia achievements and firatuC'j.1 for nil tho 
honors bestowed upon him by >itq admiring 
fellow citizens. 


Buc -tod*y the home interpose9 its claim. 


We know that 1C tho people acd the represen- 
ts tiree oC the people in this commonwealth 
could ha^e their way thesa simple services 
would '"be mainlined a "hundred times. But 
now, 
in this solemn hour, those whom ha 


loved, cherished and protected would Tuin ba 
alone with tho solemn and tender tliouphta 
which, fill their m?]ida. They believe, also, that 
the people will i^Kerstand thac it was out of 
hia very love for^uem and the simplicity of 
hla character'that, their late governor wished 
to "be bnried as one of the peop'le, without tha 
pageantry which mi^ht mark the passing of a 
conqueror or llie death ot a king. They will 
understand why no is buried with the faimpla 
ritea cua ternary la the church, to which he be- 
longed, 


Thi3j simplicity of character and ;hia un- 


leigned lovu oE the people were among th« 
secrets of his power. He understood aa few 
public^men do the meaning of the *'three rev- 
erencea," of which Gosthe speaks. Ha rev- 
erenced those who wen* above him, and 
sought) tio-lfcQTJi the secret o£ their greatness. 
He saw and reverenced all that was. good and 
great In ' those who were hia companions and 
competitors. But that which, to some extent, 
aet frlTn apart from others as he roee, were his 
abiding love and reverence ior the great 
.qualities which make the life of th* common 
people, above which he was rising, steadfast, 
ialtlifuland trustworthy. He sharedAbraham 
Lincolh's Bimplo faith in the virtue and honor 


• of. tb.e common people. 


In a time when ic is free]y asserted that good 


men.aro crowded out of offl.ee, and thac in po- 
litdcal life men succeed by the suppression of 
their good qualities and their pandering to the 
baser passions of th.o multitude, Lt is only jus- 
tice, to.our late governor and the common- 
wealth, tbat honored him to say thac he sought 
no office and beld none which was seined by 
subserviency. Who ever believed that Fred- 
'erlo T. GreenhalEe could be bought or sold"in 
the political market, that bribes could corrupt 
him, or threats cuuse nim. to hold his peace? 


He succeeded because he deserved to suc- 


ceed, and hid success renews onr hope for tho 
political fortunes of che country- "Wlien one 
^s studying, the life of a man who has achieved 
• greatness,' lie must seek for tb,e sources of his 
power noc in any circumstances of the out- 
ward life, but in the kingdom of the mind 
where every man lives his real liCe, alone with 
his desires, his ambitions and his ideals. 


He grew in office and elsewhere because hia 


soul was fed with high thoughts aud his im- 
agination was stimulated by the example of 
great men in all ages. "When the necessity for 
action came ho seemed to aali himself only: 
"What now 13 right?" Often his public aots 
excited criticism, and men "foretold the loss of 
popularity; aud yet in erery such case hia ac- 
tion was approved by the people, and he grew 
in. favor even with chose whose purposes he de- 
feated. So strong was the belief of the people 
that his rule of action was thb rule of simple 
integrity that Jove for him grew, and with in- 
creasing approach to unanimity the people of 
this commonwealth acreed to pay him honor. 
Within the limits of the constitution there 
was no public station that he might nochuve 
won. 
The nation expected from him more 


and greater things than he had yec achieved. 


Iso estimate of Governor tSreenhalgc's cnar- 


accer nor any interpretation or his aces would 
be complete without some account of his re- 
ligious sentiments, which he loved and honored 
his church for the freedom of its thought, the 
absence of conventionality; and the great at- 
tention it pays to the humanities, whether in 
culture or in practical life. 


Eia motto was: "Have no more religion than 


ia necessary, but use every bit you have." 
In the maze of modem thought he insisted 
that the clew might always be found by the 
lesolute soul intent upon doing its duty. Ho 
A-aa versed in the philosophic literature of the 
Jay. Ho knew tho effect of modern discovery 
apon. 'religious belief, but n,e cared tor no 
certainty of belief which did not in Borne way 
assist him in the performance of his duty. 
Tb.Qt 13 to say. for the common dally needs of 
life be asked just so much religious conviction 
as would furnish strength, comfort and in- 
Btr'^ation, 


The evident effftct of this practical applica- 


tion oC religion in hie life was to b* seen In th« 
way Ln which he regarded and trwted the 
churches of every faith, YTblla he would n«t 
admit that any church had absolute and ex- 
clusive claims to authoricy, he Insisted, also, 
on every proper occasion, that every churoh 
was better than it. was believed to be by Its 
opponent?, He was rolling to tafce the ad- 
herents of every creed at their best, to frater- 
nize with them in all possible w ay i for tha 
common good. 
Here our simple tribute must end. Other 


voices will take up the strain and the praises 
of our late chief magistrate will be heard 
throughout the land. With dignified ceremo- 
nial the commonwealth will choose Its tinju to 
pay its tribate toiteiloyalsonanddevotedasrv- 
ant. But in no place vrill tliero be tributes 
of loving sorrow and admiration more fervent 
•ndmore sincere thuu those which are now 
paid to our friend by his neighbors and fellow 
citizens in LoweU. 


Knowing him, they loved him; considering 


his walk and conversation day by day, they 
trustedhlm. Taking note of his sacoesa, they 
rejoiced in his ;propriety. Seeing how each 
duty done prepared him for nobler, achieve- 
ments, they -watched his career with glowing 
hope, andtookpride in hia illustrious example. 


Popular fame and national repute, however 


attained, will-quickly pass if they.be not 
founded.upon the integrity of him who I* thus 
honored. But fame •which rests upon the good 
opinion of those who know the secrets of the 
inner life, that will endure. 'Such famo we 
Invoke for him who.i. high character and good , 
deeds we, this day, celebrate.

It is, 
at ony rate, llr. ilcKiulcy's position, 
and ho is (he leading candidate of his 
party, and tho man vhpni an nnqnes- 
tioncd majority of it today dcsirea to see 
nominated for the presidency. He is an- 
thorized to speak for tho party, and ho 
certainly spoakh for himself. 


Snanuing Mr. McKinley'aspeooh cnre- 


fnliy, wo fail to find in it anything in 
addition to tho subject matter of his 
many previous speeches and addresses. 
They nre ail snmmed Tip in tho postulate 
that what we uootl is protection, and 
then more protection, and still more 
protection. He is a man of one idea. 
The caucoptiou of national esistenca has 
little meaning to him ontsido of the 
proposition that certain men, aud those 
tho poorest und most hard working citi- 
zens of tho country, should bo taxed in 
order that other men, mostly possessed 
of capital and leisure, may bo enabled to 
receive an unearned profit on acconnt of 
engaging in. industries -which they do 
not need to enter unless they wish to. 


Even on the tariff, however, Mr. Mc- 


Kiuley shirks and palters. Here is his> 
tariff platform when he is pressed to 
the mr,in point: "It may be asked what 
tha next Republican tariff lav,-will pro- 
vide. I cannot toll yon." 
Now, as al- 


ways, the Republican party asks that the 
voters of this country put their ballots 
into a blind pool. They are to voto for 
tariff candidates, and then those tariff 
candidates will fix up a tariff law to suit 
Jjemselves, What will be the principle 
)f its formation the candidate refuses to 
say in advance. This is not because he 
cannot prophesy, but bocauao he dare 
not. Ho knows what has been the prin- 
ciple of Republican tariff legislation in 
ho past and what it always will re- 
main. It is this: 


The representatives of all the great 


protected industries that contribute to 
;ho Eopnblioan campaign fund will be 
called into council. Each will then be 
asked to say what rate of duty.will af- 
iord to him all the profit In bis business 
;hathe desires. When those reports have 
oeon obtained, they will be incorporated 
into a tariff law. That was the way 
that tho bill of ISflO, which boro Mr. 
McEiuley'a name, was framed. It will 
DO the method of preparing another tar- 
iff act if Mr. McKirley should be presi- 
dent nnd -his party in control of con- 
jress. No wonder that, when asked to 
state beforehand not only any particu- 
lar detail, but any specific principle of 
construction, ho hns to give the answer 
of every other Republican, "I cannot 
tell yon."—St. Panl Globe. 


REUENUE IS SUFFICIENT. 


Wllion Tariff All Thut I» Beguiled— IPnr- 


port of tue E««d-Dlntler B11L 


With all tho partisan clamor over the 


Wilson tariff, the official returns show 
that, while greatly reducing the burdens 
of the people and removing grievous ob- 
structions to trade, it is better than was 
the McKiuloy aot ns a measure of fiscal 
revenue, says the Philadelphia Record. 
In 1805 tho revenues from imports 
amounted to $164,452,026. In tho three 
McKiuley years of 1892, 1393 trad 1894 
the average revenue from imports wna 
$105,420,608. Will it be bolieved'that 
all tho partisan ontcry against the Wil- 
son ttirifl and all the laudation of the 
McKinley tariff in comparing them as 
measures of revenue have been over a 
matter of less than 51,000,000? 


But while the revenues from customs 


under the present tariff will steadily 
rise with expanding trade, under the 
McKinley 
tariff 
the revenues 'were 


dwindling from year to year by reason 
of its obstructions to trade—as thus: 
Revenues from customs in 1802, $101,- 
737,936; in 1893, $173,281,430; in 
1894,?131,2G1,064. These returns show 
that had not .the Republicans been 
driven from power in 1892 they would 
have been obliged to reduce the barbar- 
ous protective duties in order to provide 
necessary revenues. In face of this ei- 
perience, they now propose to partially 
restore these protective duties, with the 
pretense of increasing public income, 
when the treasury surplus from the sales 
of bonds is more than EnrQoient to meet 
every expenditure of the government. 


Bnt, in spite "of the evidence that no 


more rovemio is needed, and that the 
rapid decline in tho pension list will 
soon oatiso a large treasury snrplns, the 
Republicans in congress persist in the 
attempt to fool the American people as 
to tho real purpose of tha Reed-Dingloy 
tariff bill. The purport of this bill is as 
clear as if tho agreement between the 
Republican politicians in, congress and 
tho trusts had been sealed, signed and 
delivered. Ey this mute agreement the 
parties of the first part offer to increase 
tlio bounties to monopoly by an increase 
of 15 per cent in tariff duties, on oondi 
tion that tho parties of tho second part 
shall contribute from tho profits .thus 
extorted from the people sufficient Bums 
of money for the approaching Republic- 
an campaign for president and congress. 
Whether passed or not, the Reed-Ding- 
ley tariff bill is n foretaste only of what 
the country might expect should .the 
wild hunt of the combination of poli- 
ticians and trusts for spoils prove suc- 
cessful.

If IfoKinley's aspirations for the 


presidential nomination should be de 
featedby the powerful combination that 
is forming against him, he would have 
some consolation in reflecting that much 
greater men have suffered the same fate. 
Although not sharing in the greatness ol 
Clay and Webster, he would have the 
distinction of experiencing the same po- 
litical ingratitude.—Exchange.

As I look at it tho problems presented 


by labor and capital are today very seri- 


7ons, and I do not believe they can be 
hastily solved on the present lines. I <3c 
not believe that the present congress is 
really prepared to pass any measure rad- 
ical cnongh to meet the requirements ol 
the case. As to tbe relations between la- 
bor nnd capital I do not hope for much 
from legislation. I do not believe trusts 
can be prevented or that legislation con 
Eecnro good wages to the laborers. I ba- 
lieve that the trnsts will havo to go on 
unifying the industrial interests of the 
conn try until they have brought all the 
interests of the country under tho man- 
agement of a few frosts, and when thai 
is done, the people will have to own and 
operate these trnsts themselves. Thai 
seems to ma to be the evolutionary proc- 
ess of the case.

How- 
ever, something practical may'result 
from tha conference, becanEa the first 
paper.to be read will have lor its title, 
"Will Improved Housing Pay?" and 
the author will prove that "experience 
shows that improved housing almost 
universally brings normal commercial 
returns."

fautor iu our social structure that it 
dares to violate the established canons 
of society.

trades associations—the American Flint 
Glass Workers' association, the Win- 
dow Glass Workers' association and the 
Green Glass league—completed a sys- 
tem of co-operation for defense which 
involves 76,000 workers and will make 
the federation the most powerful trades 
combination in the United States.

A PICTUBE THHOW. 


A Very Ornamental Article Mad* at T«rj 


Bmall ExpeDB*. 


This ia made from yellow shaded 


crochetcottonin knot stitch. The cotton 
is sold nt 4 cents per ball, and no other 
material is .required. First crochet o 
cSain the desired width for the drape. 
To make the knot stitch, draw out the 
ftitoh on the hook to the length of near- 
ly half an inch, take nj thread and 
flraw through this loop, put hook under 
the thread, just drawn through between 
it and the long stitch, take' up thread, 
draw through, than' take up . the thread 
and driiw both stitches :t\ tha hook. 
Work back and forth, turning the work 
at each, end, until it is the required 
length, finish the ends with a knotted 
fringe of the cotton. The number of 
balls required will, of course, depend 
entirely on the size of the drape. 


A very handsome drape 
may be 


made from unbleached linen scrim. 
Hem tha edge neatly. Crochet wheels in 
any popular pattern from yellow star 
crochet silk. Pnt a row of these across 
the bottom and extend them up in points 
from the hem toward the center of tha 
drape. Finish the ends with plush balls. 
These vrheols may be made also from 
tho shaded cotton or unbleached linen 
thread. If silk is used, select one of tha 
better brands, as those which are loosely 
twisted and fray easily do not make tho 
Work satisfactory.

Plucliy Amazons. 


The Cuban Amazons, recently, have 


been playing quite a prominent pars in 
the lights between tho insurgents and the 
Spanish troops. These women, many of 
whom havo their husbands in tho ranks 
of the army of Cuba, have exhibited upon 
frequent occasions 
courage, endurance 


aud lighting skill to a greater extent than 
very many of tlie meu. 


The Amazons of Cuba aro not, as a rule, 


remarkable for personal beauty or clean- 
liness. Anythingiu tlio shape of a dress 
contents them, and they can dispense 
with shoes, and hosiery. As a rule, they 
are colored find not young, strong of limb 
and quiek o£ tougue, smart at repartee, 
and able to use a machete, rifle, revolver 
or knife wirh the best of the men. 


They are to be found in nearly all tlie 


insurgeuD camps and are increasing in 
number. When not otherwise eug.iged, 
they tend the sick and wounded, mend 
and vfiisli clothes or cook the meals, when 
fires are permitted and food is procurable. 
When regular supplies are inadequate to 
the demauu, which is not Infrequent, the 
Amazons chew sugarcane, are thankful 
tin gertinglc und ride or tramp pluckily 
alone with the regular Cuban troops. 
Wheu there is lighting to do they go into 
the thick of it with energy and dash. 


There is, or was, one woman at least 


among them who may deserve mora than 
pa?siu£ notice. She came to the frond in 
a recent engagement between the Spanish 
troops and a number of iuaurgnuts ac 
Olayita. 
The fighting began with the 


usual wild tiring at long range, buc'grad- 
ually the combatants, lew in number on 
cither side, by force of circumstances £ot 
nearer to each other, and then when they 
began to see the whites of each other's 
eyes, tho insurgents went to cover and the 
soldiers pushed onward in pursuit. 


But all the insurgents did iiof melt 


away. One of them, a tall, fine-looking 
woman, bright of eye,'well built and look- 
ing a heroine from the ^top" of-her bare 
head to the soles oC her naked feet, stood 
her ground bravely, calling, first taunt- 
ingly aud rhen in grand despair, upon her 
fleeing companions to fight like men. 
They paid no heed to her, nnd the Span- 
iards crept eloper and closer—from buah 
aud bush they pressed forward. 


Thcii this womnn determined to show 


meu how Cuban Amazons can die. 
With 


her back againsc a tree, she steadily loaded 
and fired her carbine, taking the cartridge 
from rhe bnsom of her cotton dress, al- 
most the only garment she wore. 
tSo long 


as thac gun worked she pumped lead at 
the Spaniards, keeping them well ac bay. 
But tlie old carbiuo finally got oufc of 
order, and she threw it away with angry 
contempt, drew a revolver and sliouted 
"Long live free Cuba!" 


The Spaniards, seeing the gun thrown 


to the ground, made a simultaneous dash 
fni'wanl. firing rcpeatc'dly as' they did so. 
The Cuban woman calmly awaited cho 
approach of the enemies of her country, 
and when they wore well within range u£ 
her pistol, the Amazon gave auothor cheer 
for Cuba, and again opened fire until she 
fell, pierced by four mauser bullets. 


Then there was another rush forward ot 


tho Spaniards,"and the dying woinan, half 
rising with difficulty ou her elbow, fired 
her lasE shot at the nearest soldier of 
Spain, killed him JnstnnDly and sank to 
rise no more, withafalnc cheer for free 
Cuba oa her lips. " This "is only one of a 
number of instances of how the Cuban 
Aumaons cau fight and die.
